Gireat Trial of Reaping & Mowing Mackines,
under the directivn of the Jury of the Pavix
Univergal Exlibition—American Ingenwity
Gloriously Triumplant--Manny's Anerican
Reaper and Mower Victorious.

The second day of August haviog been
appeinted for the final teiol of all the roaping
and mowing mackines in the Exposition, the
trinl nccordingly come off an that day, There

much strained, being obliged o ride back-
wirds upon the machine, at one end of the
reel, haviog to runx fully aeross the entire
width of the machine with a long handled
rike 1o gather the grain and lay it off of the
machive. The horscs on the machine were
much tronbled by a strong lateral prossure
ugninst their shoulders, oceasioned by the
tupg of the machine.

of sdmiration and coviesity, The coutest
was now fairly narrowed down to three ma-
chines, Manny's, Wright's and McCormick's.
But on stirting, Wright's again broke down,
and left the struggle exelusively o the two
machines, Manny's und MeCormick's. The
two maclines were then to Bo changed in
presence of the Juvors, from the enpacity ol
renpitg to that of mowing, Manny's made the
clunge in one minate—MeCormick's in twen.
1y minites.  With three men esch machine
made one enl throngh the field of grass and
back, Mamny's machine deing the hest of
the two, Then the change was again made
for reaping and in the same time respectively
u8 before, Then both machines were taken
into n wheat field.  Mannyis muchine out
threo swaths, and with an easa of action and
parfoetion of work, which firly placed it far

eyond any Mrther competition; though Me-
Cormich's Reaper ent two swatlis, and inn
workmundike manner.

chines were equal ns to the quality of the
work, yet it was obsorved Munny's would
hiave the advantage of belng the mont com-
pact, less cnmbersome, and of moch less
wieightthinn MoCovinick’s, and in Munny'a
there §s vo lateral presenre aguinst the horses
ns by MeCQConundck’s ; wlso of being mnch the
lightest draft, nnd nors ensily adjndtible to
ditferent heights of cutting, and most eosily
canvertible for the two purposes, reaping and
mowing, ‘T'his seemod to be the only ma.
chine against which there conld be no objee-
tions urged. We conld give no biettar evi-
depee of the Tuets above, than the fuet that
Mr, Mable bad upon the vonciusion of the
teind several largo offera for the patents of the
tiachine, two of which we Licard : tor France,
one oter was one hondred thousaod frencs,
ond of one hundred and twenty thousund
franes.
